Strong odors unite residents in two towns

TON - Residents, experts, and 
officials met at the Trahan 
School Thursday to talk, and 
sometimes shout, about the 
effects of farm odors in South 
Tewksbury and about the 
details of a Home Rule Petition 
that comes up for a vote at 


Special Town Meeting in 
October. 
Organized by Selectman 


David Gay, a resident of South 
Tewksbury - a supporter of the 
group TewksburyOdororg, the 
meeting drew a crowd of nearly 
200 and included local officials 
from the Resident Advisory 
Committee, the Board of 


Health, Representative Jim 
Miceli, a representative from 
Senator Susan Tucker's office, a 
UMASS Lowell professor, and 
the Chairan of the 
M thusetts Chapter of the 
Sierra Club. 

“The main goal is to get the 
smell to disappear,” said Gay in 
his opening remarks. 


Michelle Walsh of the 
Resident Advisory Committee 
introduced the Home Rule 
Petition as a measure to allow 
the town to have some measure 
of control over swine opera- 
tions in town. 

“Nothing in the petition will 
make the farm close,” empha-

Boston Magazine ranks Wilmington High School in the middle of pack

WILMINGTON -Now a new 
report from Boston Magazine 
out this month ranks 
Wilmington High School in the 
middle of the pack Eastern 
Massachusetts high schools. 
While the data raises some 
questions and eyebrows, 


Wilmington's solid _perfor- 
mance despite lean fiscal 
years, speaks to the coopera- 
tion between town and school 
departments. 

The report, titled The Best 
Public High Schools, ranks 141 
districts in Eastern 
Massachusetts, mainly those

Louie; purveyor of gas, world traveler

WILMINGTON - If you were 
driving from Boston to Lowell 
in the late 1920s, there was only 
one place to get gas — Louie’s. 
Louie Elfman opened a gas 
station in Wilmington about 
1927, in a garage built by Mason 
Alexander. The building is still 
there, now known as Galante's, 
on Main Street between 
Middlesex Avenue and Clark 
Street. 
Louie advertised “tank car” 
on gasoline. To illustrate 
the point, he bought two rail- 
road tank cars and had them 
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hoisted atop a small building. 
On the side, one of the tank 
cars said, 
Fuel Oil.”

WHS students making noise in the world

WILMINGTON - Less than 
three weeks into the school 
year students in one 
Wilmington High School course 
have already learned to “make 
noise” and make a difference in 
the world. 

English Teacher Lisa Lucia 
and Social Studies Teacher 
Maura Tucker joined together 
to teach a new honors course 
offering this year for juniors 
and seniors. The Facing 
History and Ourselves course 
encourages participants to look 


at their own identity in society 
before proceeding to look at 
case studies on the Holocaust 
and then study modern day 
genocide in places such as 
Cambodia, Darfur and 
Rwanda.

sized Walsh. “The farm has 
been there for decades, but 
there have been a few 
changes.” 

Walsh and other supporters of 
the petition contend that the 
nature of the piggery at 
Krochmal Farm on South 
Street fundamentally changed 
in recent years from a 300-pig 
farm to a confined animal feed- 
ing facility with an estimated 
size of more than 900 pigs. 
Problems with “unbearable” 
odors began in 2005 following 
the construction of a large ‘fin- 
ishing building’ that houses the 
pigs in tight quarters over a 
tank of their own refuse. 

Due to the way state laws are 
written, factory farms as agri- 
cultural entities are exempt 
from many laws including zon- 
ing and building codes. 
Wetlands do not offer an 
exemption for farms, Further, 
there are no laws that prevent 
farms from major expansions, 
and that they can happen all 
without a public process or 
without public hearings. 

“All of you here today are col- 
lectively the only solution to the 
problem,” said Walsh. “This is 
all we have to regulate, create 
standards, and create a more 
comprehensive permit. It is a 
reasonable approach.” 

The Home Rule Petition calls 
for stiffer regulations on 
manure handling, soil testing, 
pest control and calls for a 
more thorough — permitting 
process. The petition would

Generally, when a primary resi 
dence is sold and the family has 
lived in the house at least two of 
the previous five years, there is a 
special exclusion of the capital

$250,000 for a single person or 
$500,000 for a couple filing jointly

A new law lets the 
surviving spouse qualify for the

There's another tax break. Part or 
all of the basis for the property is 
stepped up to the yalue on the date 
of the spouse's death, If the first- 
to-die owned the house individual- 
ly, the basis for the entire property 
is stepped up; if it was owned joint- 
ly, then the part attributed to that 
spouse has the stepped-up basis, 
allowing for even more of the gain 
to be tax-free

other town in Massachusetts - 
and would only apply to swine 
operations. Tewksbury current- 
ly has three hog farms includ- 
ing Krochmal, a farm on Salem 
Road, and one on Marston 
Street. Walsh says that the 
Salem Road and Marston Street 
facilities are not factory farms. 

Tewksbury will have to pass 
the Home Rule Petition with a 
two-thirds-majority vote. Both 
Jan Burkholder of Senator 
Susan Tucker's office and 
Representative Jim Miceli told 
attendees that before they can 
do anything about the problem, 
the town must first pass the 
Home Rule Petition at town 
meeting. 

Philip Dowd, Chapter Chair of 
the Massachusetts Chapter of 
the Sierra Club, sympathized 
with residents and explained 
that the Sierra Club, with a 
well-known reputation for pur- 
suing clean air and clean water, 
also opposes concentrated ani- 
mal feeding operations. 

“Pig farms are like nuclear 
power plants,” said Dowd. 
“Even if they are managed 
really well they still have terri- 
ble problems latent within 
them. 

Dowd later told the Crier he 
thought the meeting was 
“good.” 

“As far as 1 am concerned this 
is democracy in action. It takes 
awhile for people to catch on 
and catch up.” 

Other speakers addressed the 
health and social-emotional 
effects of living in close prox- 
imity to an industrial hog facil- 
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Neighbors meet to discuss farm 


ity. 

Professor Mansoureh Tajik 
from UMass Lowell 
Department of Community 
Health and Sustainability spoke 
about her work: in North 
Carolina doing Community 
Based Participatory Research 
on living with hog odor. Tajik 
said studies show that odors 
from swine operations affect 
physical health, mental health, 
and the social lives of residents 
that live nearby. Health compli- 
cations include asthma and 
allergies since pig odors have 
hydrogen sulfide, ammonia, 
and endotoxins. 

Additionally, due to the high 
levels of hormones and antibi- 
otics given to pigs, the propen- 
sity is great for creating a so- 
called ‘superbug’ When 
manure is sprayed on fields and 
is carried on the wind to lawns 
of nearby residents, children 
that come into contact with it, 
especially children with a cut, 
are in danger of infection by 
such superbugs, creating a real 
health threat. 

‘The hog operations examined 
in Tajik’s study were one to 
three square miles in size, up to 
4,999 pigs, and up to one-and-a- 
half miles from residences. 
Krochmal Farm, the largest of 
the three pig farms in town, is a 
much smaller operation, with 
an estimated 900 pigs on site, 
but it is also located right in the 
middle of a residential area 
less than 600 feet from the 
nearest house. 

Residents expressed frustra- 
tion with many aspects of the 
situation, from the unpre- 
dictable nature of the odor, to 
the lack of consequences for a 
farm that expanded greatly 
without any oversight, to the 
length of time the odor has per- 
sisted. 

Tewksbury Board of Health 
Chairman Ralph McHatton 
took to the microphone to 
explain Board of Health poli- 
cies and scope adding that the 
board much balance between 
obvious prevalent odor and “a 
person trying to maintain a 
business.” He acknowledged 
that residents too have the 


right to enjoy their properties, 
but that the best the town may 
be able to hope for is a tolera- 
ble odor versus complete reso- 
lution of the odor. 

The forum also raised more 
questions and concerns about 
wetlands that border the agri- 
cultural area at Krochmal 
farm, the longevity of the 
500,000 gallon concrete manure 
tank, local emergency response 
preparation for a potential 
flood in the area, building per- 
mit process, infection disease, 
impact on property values, and 
the continued spreading of 
manure without testing the 
land. 

One audience 
attempted to discredit 
TewksburyOdor.org founder, 
Dave Powers, by pointing out 
that Farm Aid recently request- 
ed that Powers remove the 
Farm Aid logo from the

that Farm Aid has always been 
against factory farms, and that 
the request was partly tied to 
Krochmal’s attorney being a 
member of the Farm Bureau. 

Tewksbury Odor members 
received accolades from all the 
speakers Thursday evening for 
organizing around the issue 
and working to resolve the mat- 
ter without closing the farm. 

“It’s nice for citizens to 
express themselves but I’m still 
looking for the solution,” said 
Selectman Doug Sears, one of 
many local officials at the 
meeting. 

‘Tewksbury residents for thirty 
years, Maria and Alan Fishlin, 
and Mary Ellen Molander were 
among the many that went to 
the Trahan School over concern 


about the odor, and they plan to 
support the Home Rule 
Petition. 

ae (the farm) seem to be 
gett: away with anything. 
They have rights no ee 
what,” said Molander. “I sup- 
port the Home Rule petition. 
I’m not saying they shouldn't 
have a farm, just that they 
should limit the pigs. Its too 
much.” 

Wilmington Resident Lynne 
Champion noted the strong 
smell in her Wilmington neigh- 
borhood, which is located 
between two and four miles 
from the farm. Not understand- 
ing why or how the farm grew 
so much, Champion attended 
the meeting. 

“I learned a lot,” said 
Champion, impressed with the 
turnout that filled the Trahan 
Cafeteria. “That a pig farm can 
triple in size is unimaginable.”

Assistant, and author of the 
piece, Jason Schwartz, told the 
Crier that Boston Magazine 
wanted to capture the efficien- 
cy of districts that are improv- 
ing without vast sums of 
money. In today’s educational 
climate, Schwartz said, even 
the wealthier towns are cutting 
services and raising fees just to 
maintain staffing. 

“These rankings do not just 
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spotlight all those schools 
always up there, but spotlight 
those that are getting better 
with what they have,” said 
Schwartz. “We try to be as fair 
as possible.” 

“We basically looked around, 
and saw that no one seems able 
to afford anything. When we 
talked about Newton cutting 
teachers, then we know every- 
one is struggling,” said 
Schwartz. “As far as schools go, 
we wanted to highlight those 
districts that use the money as 
intelligently as possible.” 

Superintendent Joanne 
Benton spoke to the Crier this 
week about the Boston 
Magazine rankings, 

“I'm pleased to see that it 
shows that with less funding we 
did pretty good, but we're doing 
even better now. That data is 
from 2005 and they are basing it 
on some subjective data,” said 
Benton. “I am proud of how we 
are making progress in 
Wilmington with test scores, 
full day Kindergarten, and vir- 
tual high school.” 

Virtual High School is a pro- 
gram allowing students to take 
courses online that the district 
would not otherwise be able to 
offer. Each participating school 
offers at least one course 
online, making for more than 
300 course options. One student 
is taking Contemporary Irish 
Literature, for example, and 
other courses included mythol- 
ogy and zoology. All courses 
count as credits toward gradua- 
tion requirements and offer stu- 
dents an international learning 
experience in their online 
“classrooms” with other kids 
from China, Spain, England 


that we keep on making. We are 
fortunate, we have a town man- 
ager that is fiscally conserva- 
tive and has supported the 
schools all along,” said Benton. 
She also points out significantly 
that the study did not take into 


recently considered instituting 
bus fees. 

“When you look at the budget 
for districts like 
Concord/Carlisle, its huge,” 
said Benton. “But there's a lot 
of subjective data. The good 
news is that Wilmington contin- 
ues to make progress and we're 
going from good to great.” 

Looking at the results, 
Wilmington offers solid perfor- 
mance. In terms of per pupil 
spending, Wilmington ranked 
35 of 141, in the 25th percentile. 
However, for MCAS scores the 
High School ranked 80, or in the 
57th percentile, and similarly 
for SATs. 

Principal Eric Tracy points 
out that MCAS really is not the 
central focus of education at 
the high school, rather the cur- 
riculum aims to exceed state 
standards and create learning 
opportunities outside of stan- 
dardized test scores. 

“I am always proud to see us 
in the pack, because its difficult 
to showcase the work the teach- 
ers do and the students do each 
day. It gives people an opportu- 
nity to say, there’s Wilmirigton 
again,” said Tracy, adding that 
the school believes in the 
mantra ‘Excellence in Action’ 
and posts the phrase all over 

Tracy says that the school 
looks to the future as a guide to 
develop deeper course offerings 
and a rich curriculum that will 
help kids do well not only on 
MCAS scores but propel stu- 
dents toward greater goals. 

School Committee Chair 
Peggy Kane shares her disdain 
for standardized tests. 

“We are the last country to 
still have standardized tests. All 
other countries have eliminated 
that kind of testing. We are not 
testing for creativity and inven- 
tiveness,” said Kane. 

Kane praised the model of 
education oft used in 
Wilmington which encourages 
projects that apply across a 
variety of disciplines, citing as 
an example the Moving Wall. 
Wilmington’s library works 


ing the Vietnam War. Now stu- 
dents are writing about what 
they might have carried in their 
packs, writing poetry, and con- 
necting the reading and writing 
to living history coming to 
Wilmington in the form of the 
Moving Vietnam Wall 

“I am just really proud of our 
school system. I really feel that 
she (Superintendent Benton) 
has made a huge difference in 
what's going on in Wilmington. 
She's a clear headed, far think- 
ing Superintendent.” 

There are a few areas in the 
Boston Magazine rankings 
report that stand out as incor- 
rect or highly questionable. The 
data shows that Charlestown 
High School has 596 AP, 
Elective and Honors courses, a 
nearly preposterous number 
and without footnote in the 
study as to skew or what makes 
an offering, the course itself or 
the number of students enrolled 
in one. Lexington and 
Masconomet High Schools were 
both left out of the report, a 
seemingly glaring omission 
that Schwartz says he is work- 
ing to get up on the website and 
included in the rankings. 

The rankings aimed not only 
to identify public high schools 
that perform well, but those 
that offered value-for-money, or 
operate efficiently. Using data 
gathered from the State 
Department of Education, now 
the Department of Elementary 
and Secondary Education, as 
well as school district officials 
and websites, Boston Magazine 
asked professor I. Elaine Allen, 
research director of the Arthur 
M. Blank Center for 
Entrepreneurship at Babson 
College, to crunch the numbers. 

Allen calculated the rankings 
“using a weighted average of 
cost and performance data over 
several years,” says the report, 
which indicated a number of 
statistical methods to deter- 
mine the results, The report 
looked at change over the pre- 
vious three years to see if a cor- 
relation with spending. The 
cost efficiency factor measures 
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RMLD overcharging

Reading Light Commissioners recently voted a rate increase 
that overcharges residential customers $1,000,000 annually and 
schools $250,000. I urge residents to ask the Reading Light board 
to overturn their actions and to enact fair rates instead. 

One example is the billing for very low-cost electricity available 
exclusively for residents - the cumbersome RMLD process gives 
more than $200,000 of excessive costs for residential customers. 

Another - while half of the meter-reading shifts read the 
Commercial and Industrial electric meters, these customers are 
assessed only 27% of that cost. Accounting department and MIS 
charges are also excessively charged to residential customers. 

Some of the new rates are far below the RMLD’s cost, even 
though the consultant who prepared the rate studies advised, 
“Rate designs should send the correct price signal to customers to 
ensure that electricity is used efficiently.” One below-cost rate is 
for the Demand charges paid by the Commercial, Industrial, and 
School customers. RMLD’s cost for this item including RMLD's 
mark-up and the allowance for discounts exceeds $13.00 per kilo- 
watt-month. The new rates proposed for this item are —

‘These rates are well below RMLD's cost. 

The consultant also wrote, “As disclosed in the Summary of 
Significant Accounting Policies, these forecasted schedules 
include departures from generally accepted accounting principles 
in some instances for the purposes of electric pricing develop- 
ment.” Contrary to this, the report contained no such section.

It’s not about me 


Dear Editor, 

In regard to statements from 
the article "Krochmal Farms 
claims witch hunt," 
TewksburyOdororg is not 
about me. It's about a neigh- 
borhood that has been suffer- 
ing. 

I am one of hundreds and 
hundreds, probably thousands, 
of residents that has had his 
family's quality of life severely 
damaged by a farm that 
changed into a hog factory 
without permits and without 
due process afforded to it's 
neighbors. The people at 
Krochmal farms may think 
this is about me, but they're 
wrong. I just happen to be a 
web site designer and I created 
a vehicle for people to come 
together. Our group gathered 
nearly 400 signatures twice, for 
two different petitions, and 
brought 200 residents to the 
Trahan School Neighborhood 
Meeting last week. That meet- 
ing competed with school open- 
house meetings and a 911 
event. These numbers speak 
for themselves. 

John Cave, Jr. said on the 
record at the recent Board of 
Health meeting that the Board 
was conducting a "witch hunt" 
and asked why Krochmal 
Farm was_"! out" from 
all of the other farms in Town. 
The answer is simple. No other 


farm in town changed into a 
factory facility without permits 
and without due process. No 
other farm in town spreads 
thousands and thousands of 
pounds of raw pig waste in a 
high water table area, sur- 
rounded by wetlands, near res- 
idents and a school. 
A member of the Cave family 
recently said in public that I 
was “nothing but a stay at 
home dad” in front of Market 
Basket, with plenty of witness- 
es, as I was collecting signa- 
tures. He also asked why I was 
dumb enough to move near the 
farm. Well, Krochmal Farm 
looks like a nice place to visit

> . I defy anyone to tell me 
or the residents here where it 
says there is a factory hog 
facility in Tewksbury.

One of the concerns that was 
raised shortly after the legis- 
lation became law was how 
those individuals and house- 
holds who typically do not file 
an income tax return, such as 
seniors and veterans, would 
receive their checks. In fact, I 
visited several senior centers 
in our Congressional district 
earlier in the year to answer 
questions about the stimulus 
package and was struck by the 
number of seniors and veter- 
ans who were unaware of the 
stimulus altogether. 

Thanks to outreach efforts by 
the various government agen- 
cies throughout the course of 
the year, most households 
have now received their 
checks. However, more than 
5.2 million - mostly seniors 
and veterans - have yet to file 
an income tax return and 
receive the stimulus payments 
to which they are entitled. 
That number includes thou- 
sands of residents in our 
Congressional District. 

The good news is that these 
individuals still have until 
October 15th to file a return 
and receive their stimulus 
checks this year. 

That deadline is now rapidly 
approaching and it is impor- 
tant that those who rely on 
Social Security and veterans 
benefits find out if they are eli- 
gible so that they can take the 
corresponding steps to receive 
their checks. 

Almost anyone who has at 
least $3,000 in income qualifies 
for a stimulus check. 
Qualifying income includes

Social Security and veterans 
benefits. The only action that 
individuals must take in order 
to receive their check is to file 
a 2007 income tax return. 

This can be a daunting 
process for someone who has 
not filed an income tax return 
for many years, so it is impor- 
tant that seniors and veterans 
know about the assistance that 
is available to them. Return 
forms and filing ‘assistance 
can be requested by calling 
the IRS rebate hotline at 1-866- 
234-2942 or by visiting IRS.gov. 
My Congressional office has 
helped hundreds of seniors 
and veterans file tax returns 
and can also be a resource by 
calling 978-459-0101. 

The stimulus payment is not 
taxable, and receiving the 
stimulus payment should have 
no impact on other federal 
benefits you currently receive. 
Filing a tax return to receive a 
stimulus payment does not 
mean that retirees and others 
will have to start filing tax 
returns again. 

I encourage everyone to ask 
seniors and veterans in your 
family or your community if 
they have filed a tax return 
and received their economic 
stimulus payment. The high 
cost of food, gasoline, and 
heating oil has hit those living 
on a fixed income especially 
hard. These stimulus pay- 
ments of up a minimum of $300 
per individual, and $600 for 
those filing jointly, can help to 
ease some of these financial 
burdens and provide a needed 
boost to households as we 
approach the end of 2008.

RMLD announces 
increase in base rate 


Reading - Reading Municipal 
Light Department (RMLD) is 
raising its base rate for the first 
time since 1993. The rates will 
go into effect: on October 1. 
General Manager Vinnie 
Cameron said the increase is 
due to increased high voltage 
transmission charges, higher 
operating costs, the need to 
replace aging equipment and 
the addition of an energy con- 
servation charge. 

“Residential customers will 
see a 4.5% increase, while com- 
mercial customers will see a 
jump of almost 4%,” said 
Cameron. “These higher rates 
will meet the increased costs in 
power supply and transmission, 
labor, materials, administrative 
costs and general activities.” 

An RMLD residential cus- 
tomer using 750 kilowatt hour 
(kWh) monthly will see an 
average increase of $4.51. 
Commercial customers — using 
7,300 kWh with a demand of 25 
kW monthly will see an average 
increase of $45.66. 


Cameron explained that 


. almost half of these increases 


represents higher transmission 


* charges outside RMLD’s distri- 


bution system, while the other 


+ half represents other operating 
+ costs, including RMLD distribu- 


tion system improvements in 
Reading, North Reading, 
Wilmington and Lynnfield. 
+ The energy conservation 
charge is designed to collect 
expenses only related to 
RMLD’s_ energy efficiency 
activity, demand side manage- 
ment and other energy conser- 


: vation measures. This cost will 


+ be charged according to 
' incurred. 


expenses 
+ — In addition, there will be an 
increase of $.003 per kWh, 


which will account for higher 
generation and transmission 
charges incurred over the past 
year. 

RMLD’s transmission costs 
will increase $2.3 million in 2009 
to pay for the construction of a 
new transmission line through- 
out New England. Fiscal year 
2009 Purchased Power 
Adjustment (PPA) is projected 
to be $.0032 per kWh. 

A new school rate created for 
educational facilities in 
RMLD's service territory will 
be based on the existing com- 
mercial rate with an adjust- 
ment for the 2008 PPA. 

“While striving to provide 
competitively priced reliable 
service and excellent customer 
service, RMLD is dedicated to 
keeping its costs down, at the 
same time maintaining a 
diverse fuel power supply and 
environmentally sensitive gen- 
eration,” said Cameron. “Even 
with the current rate increase, 
our rates will still be lower than 
surrounding communities, such 
as Stoneham, Wakefield, 
Woburn and Tewksbury.” 

Since 1990, RMLD rates have 
not kept pace with other energy 
costs. In 1993 RMLD raised its 
base rates by approximately 
5%. In 2003, the base rates 
were decreased by 8.6% when 
the seasonal component of its 
rate structure was eliminated.

$50,000 to restore Shawsheen River 


WASHINGTON D.C. - Eighty- 
five miles of the Shawsheen 
River and local streams will 
soon be healthier, thanks to a 
partnership between American 
Rivers, the nation's leading 
river conservation organiza- 
tion, and the National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric 
Administration (NOAA) 
Restoration Center. The river 
and local community will bene- 
fit from a grant of $50,000, 
which will be used to conduct a 
feasibility study examining the 
removal of three dams on the 
Shawsheeh River. 

Over the past seven years, the 
collaboration between 
American Rivers and NOAA 
has resulted in more than $2 
million being invested in more 
than 100 projects that provide 
passage for migratory fish 
through dam or culvert 
removal, as well as through tra- 
ditional and nontraditional fish 
passage methods. 

"All across the country, peo- 
ple are changing the way they 
look at rivers, from something 
that cuts a town in half, to 
something that can bind a com- 
munity together," said Rebecca 
Wodder, President of American 
Rivers. "We're thrilled to be 
working side by side with 
NOAA so that communities 
across the nation can experi- 
ence the joy of a thriving river, 
and the economic opportunities 
it brings with it." 

"Strong community-based 


tat restoration," said retired 
Navy Vice Admiral Conrad C 
Lautenbacher, Ph.D., under 
secretary of commerce for 
oceans and atmosphere and 
NOAA administrator. "Our 
partnership with American 
Rivers promotes local action on 
behalf of the habitat that sus 
tains our nation's fishery 
resources and communities.” 

Restoration of the Shawsheen 
River will provide 25 mainstem 
river miles and 60 tributary 
miles of high quality habitat for 
American shad, river herring, 
American eel and other migra 
tory and resident fish. By 
restoring these fish as well as 
natural river and floodplain 
habitat, the Shawsheen restora 
tion will provide substantial 
ecosystem benefits to the 
Merrimack River watershed 
central New England and the 
Gulf of Maine. The project will 
also provide significant social, 
cultural and economic benefits, 
through education, stewardship 
and downtown improvement 
opportunities. 

The Shawsheen River restora-

Tarr, Hill convene Education Finance Forum 
Seek to unify region to effect change 


BOSTON - Senate Assistant 
Minority Leader Bruce Tarr (R- 
Gloucester) and Representative 
Brad Hill (R-Ipswich) are con- 
vening a major regional forum 
to address the method by which 
public k-12 education is 
financed in Massachusetts.

‘These ‘Terms and Conditions have been established to convey the con- 
ditions that the customer agrees to when requesting service from the 
Reading Municipal Light Department (Department). The benefits and 
obligations of these Terms and Conditions will commence on the day 
that the customer is connected to the Department’s service. 


la. All applications for new or restored electric service must be 
accurate, true, complete and signed. Applications can be made in per- 
son at the Department's office, by telephone, or over the Internet at 
www.rmid.com, and signed via fax, mail or in person. A minimum of 
five (5) days notice is required, in situations where no major con- 
struction of special equipment or materials is required. In major con- 
struction cases, the customer must meet with the Department’s per- 
sonnel to discuss and determine construction schedules. 

b. Advance deposits will be required as security payment of future 
electric bills from residential customers who have not established a 
satisfactory credit rating as determined by the Department, and from 
rental or lease tenants, temporary services and commercial/industrial 
customers, 


c. The commercial/industrial customer deposit calculation is equiv- 
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alent to the estimated total of the two (2) highest months of billing 
within a twelve-month period. 


d. The deposit payment can be in the form of cash, check, credit 
card, or a surety bond that is acceptable to the Department. The 
deposit, less any amount owed to the Department for electric service, 
will be refunded when service is discontinued or will be returned, upon 
request, after two (2) years of arrears free billing statements. 


2a. The supply of electric service is contingent upon the 
Department's ability to secure and retain the necessary locations for 
its poles, wires, conduits, cables, and other apparatus. All equipment 
furnished by the Department shall remain its property. 


b. Beyond the point of connection to the Department's system, all 
wiring and other electrical equipment that is necessary in order to uti- 
lize the service shall be installed by the customer and shall comply 
with the Department's requirements and municipal authorities. 


c. The characteristics of service available at each location will be 
determined by the Department and information relative thereto will be 
furnished upon request 


d. Any electrical work such as new construction, service upgrade, 
service repair, temporary service, or service relocation will require a 
Utility Authorization Number ( UAN) from the Department prior to the 
commencement of work. All such work will require a UAN number 
and the approval of the appropriate local authorities prior to the 
Department making its connections. 


3 .The applicant shall make an aid-in-construction payment when the 
supply of service involves the use of investment, which in the judg- 
ment of the Department would not otherwise be warranted by the esti- 
mated revenue to be obtained. 


4a. Temporary single phase 120\240 Volt, 100 AMP, 3 wire service 
connections for building construction or reconstruction purposes er 
where a permanent electric service would not result will be subject to 
a $275.00 service charge. 


b. Any temporary service requirement in excess of Section 4a. will 
be estimated by the Department and paid-in-advance of construction. 


c. Any temporary relocation of service drop conductors by the 
Department to accommodate building reconstruction that is not imme- 
diately connected to a new service entrance will be charged as a tem- 
porary service. 


d. The relocation of service drop conductors performed by unautho- 
rized personnel to accommodate building reconstruction is prohibited. 
Service drops found so relocated will be immediately disconnected if 
safety considerations, at the sole discretion of the Department, so war- 
rant. Unauthorized relocations will be subject to financial penalties in 
addition to a temporary service fee. 


5.a. Permanent overhead service attachments will be made without 
charge except where the Department determines one or more poles 
are required on private property) When required, the Department will 
furnish one pole and any additional poles, wires and labor shall be at 
the expense of the customer 


b. The customer must provide an attachment point at sufficient 
height on the structure to provide the required clearance in accor- 
dance with Massachusetts Electrical Code and local authorities. Poles 
necessary to provide height clearances not provided by the customer

6. Underground Services supplied from overhead systems will be 
installed and maintained at the customer's expense in accordance with 
the Department's approval and specification.

‘Two (2) copies of the preliminary plan maps of the proposed develop- 
ment must be submitted to the Department six months prior to the 
date that electric service is required, One month prior to the start of 
electric system construction one (1) reproducible reverse-read Mylar 
and a digital formatted file (if available) of the approved subdivision 
plan and profile must be submitted to the Department. 


8 Services requiring transformers where pole mounting is not possi- 
ble, the customer will be required to supply a pad location, primary 
and secondary conduits, and cables, etc. at the customers own 
expense. All materials used must meet the Department’s specifica- 
tions. 


9. All meters will be furnished by the Department and shall be 
installed on meter sockets or troughs provided and wired by the cus- 
tomer. The Department's meter personnel shall designate meter loca- 
tions and specifications. Residential meters will be located outside 
and easily ‘ible to the meter reader without having to enter a 
fenced in area 


10 .All Facilities approved under RMLD Terms and Conditions for 
Simplified Process Interconnections, which can be obtain at the 
RMLD, qualify for net metering, as approved by the RMLD from time 
to time, and are necessary to implement the net metering provisions. 


11. The Customer shall give the Department permission to enter their 
premises at all reasonable times for the purpose of installing, reading, 
inspecting, testing and keeping its equipment in repair. As well as for 
the discontinuance of service and the removal of any or all of its equip- 
ment used in connection with the supply of electricity. 


12 .The Department will test single-phase meters free of charge, upon 
customers request, which have not been tested within a three-year 
period. However, if a customer requests an additional meter test with- 
in three years of the previous test, and the Department finds the meter 
to be correct according to Massachusetts General Laws (M.G.L.), 
Chapter 164, Section 120, then the customer requesting the test will be 
charged $85.00 for the test. If the meter is found to be in error then 
the test will be free of charge. 


13 .No one, unless duly authorized by the Department is permitted to 
remove or inspect any meter or other appliance belonging to the 
Department. Customers may be disconnected if the meter has been 
tampered with or by-passed so as not to record all consumption. Such 
customers will be subject to fines and punishment under the M.G.L., 
Chapter 164, Sections 127 and 127A. 


14. The customer of record shall be responsible for all damage to or 
loss of the Department's property located upon his or her premises 
unless occasioned by circumstances beyond the customer's control. 


15.a. All meters shall be read and bills rendered on a monthly basis. 
At any time that the Department is unable to obtain a meter reading, 
the consumption will be estimated on the best information available. 


b. A prompt payment discount of 10 percent will be allowed on the 
current bill, excluding the fuel adjustment charge, and only if the 
entire bill is paid-in-full by the discount due date. The Department 
offers several payment options via office visit, telephone, Internet or 
conveniently location pay stations.

BILLERICA - Bedford Town 
Manager Rick Reed called it a 
“win-win” situation. 

Recently, Habitat for Humanity 
of Greater Lowell and the town of 
Bedford came to an agreement 
with Shawsheen Valley Technical 
High School for a significant pro- 
ject that will see Shawsheen Tech 
students rebuild a farm house on 
North Road in Bedford and then 
build seven affordable homes in 
that same area. Last Sunday, offi- 
cials from both organizations met 
with Reed and other Bedford offi- 
cials for a ground-breaking cere- 
mony in Bedford. 

It's the first step in a three-year 
partnership between the organi- 
zations. 

“It's a big project and it's very 


the President of the Board of 
Directors for Habitat for 
Humanity of Greater Lowell. 
“The homes are going to be all 
new, all affordable and energy- 
efficient.” 

This project is terrific,” said 
Shawsheen Tech Superintendent- 
Director Charles Lyons. “Our stu- 
dents will learn practical con- 
struction skills using the latest in 
green construction technology to 
ensure maximum energy efficien- 
cy. They will construct homes for 
needy families and benefit from 
the invaluable lessons to be 
learned providing shelter for oth- 
ers 

The homes will be built through 
the LEED program (Leadership 
in Energy and Environmental 
Design), over the next few years. 

“The best part is that students 
are going out and getting real 


hands-on experience that you 
can't duplicate in a shop environ- 
ment,” said James Sullivan, the 
department chair of the 
Construction Department at 
Shawsheen Tech. “[The students] 
also deal with the elements and 
the job-site structure itself. They 
learn to work as a team with 
other trades.” 

“It’s great to have kids working 
on this kind of project,” said 
Reed. “Obviously it's mutually 
beneficial. The students get to 
apply their skills and develop 
them and Habitat needs volun- 
teer labor to help carry out these 
projects. Normally what they do 
is one house at a time so this is 
one of their larger projects. This 
is a big commitment for Habitat.” 

Reed said Bedford has done a 
lot with affordable housing in 
recent years including large 
rental structures and owner-occu- 
pied developments. 

“What is unique about this pro- 
ject is the number of units,” said 
Reed. “In a sense, it’s the way 
we'd like to see affordable hous- 
ing developed in Bedford. We'd 
like to see it spread out through- 
out the community.” 

Mersch, who has volunteered 
for Habitat for 12 years, said the 
partnership between the organi- 
zations and Shawsheen Tech 
started in Billerica when 
Shawsheen Tech students helped 
renovate two homes in that com- 
munity. Several of Shawsheen's 
vocational-technical programs 
participate in these projects. 

“They did a fabulous job,” said 
Mersch. “We contacted them 
again and said ‘We've got anoth- 


er project for you.’ As soon as we 
found out [Shawsheen] was inter- 
ested we wanted to sit down and 
talk. It was great timing. We try 
to reach out as much as we can.”

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‘Avenue. Nearby, police found 
his watch. And following a line 
from the body, past the watch, 
led police to a cottage. In the 
cottage, there was a hangman's 
noose, Apparently Girgio had 
escaped from the hangman, 
only to be shot. 

- Wilmington was not a terribly 
Susy place in 1934, and people 
took note of strange cars in 
town. Officer Burt Frotton saw 
‘a -brown sedan in Wilmington 
Square, and took down the 
license number. 

Louie Elfman also wrote down 
the license number, when he 
sold gas to the men in that car. 
His number was one digit off 
from Burt’s, but it was close 
enough, 

With that information, Boston 
detectives were able to locate 
the car in East Boston. They 
burst into an apartment and 
found some of the murder sus- 
pects. One of the men boasted 
to his friends in an Italian 
dialect that cops had nothing 
on them, and couldn’t under- 
stand what they were saying. 
One of the detectives spoke that 
same dialect, in which he told 
the men, “You're under arrest.” 

Louie also had an oil business. 
By the 1950s, it was the largest 
oil company in town. He had a 
fleet of a half-dozen trucks, 
painted baby blue and pink. 
Some of the trucks were new, 
but most of them were pretty 
old. But they sure had impres- 
sive paint jobs. 

In May 1952, Louie and his 
brother Dave went to the 
Rotary International 
Convention in Mexico City. 
Dave was a lawyer who became 
the town moderator. He also 
had a gas station, near Silver 
Lake, where AAA Tire is today. 
Capt. Larz Neilson, founder of 
the Town Crier, had great fun 
writing up the exploits of Louie 
and Dave while he was writing 
for the Wilmington Crusader. 
He appointed Louie as the 
Crusader’s foreign correspon- 
dent, assigned to get a picture 
of the president of Mexico, 

They set off in Louie’s 
Cadillac, 

The Crusader, on May 7, 
reported that the Rotary Club 
liad generously donated no 
money for Louie’s expenses, 
and twice as much for his 
brother Dave. 

On the 14th, it was reported 
they had stopped in South 
Carolina to take care of Buddy 
Starr’s car. Then they stopped 
at the Parris Island Marine 
base to see George Harnish, 
who was in the infirmary. They 
had trouble getting in, until 


Louie told the Marine sentry he’ 


was a chaplain. He really was, 
too — chaplain of the American 
Legion Post 136 of Wilmington.

The next report came from 
Florida, where it was 9% 
degrees. 


Then there was a week when 
no report was received. Capt. 
Larz wrote: “Louie, our foreign 
correspondent, has failed to 
notify us of his activities during 
the past week. We hope that he 
is busy on his assigned task of 
getting a picture of the presi- 
dent of Mexico, and we fear 
that he may have been kid- 
napped by a band of roving 
Kiwanians.” 

‘Two weeks later, they were 
home, and there was a report of 
their exploits in the Crusader. 
The only picture of the presi- 
dent was one of Louie standing 
next to a poster for a candidate 
for president. The write-up had 
several paragraphs about the 
cultural highlights, as taken in 
by Dave. 

Louie, however, went out in 
search of local color. He was 
looking for someone who spoke 
English when he found a 
Jewish Indian. Really, and the 
man even took Louie to the syn- 
agogue. It seems that during 
the Spanish Inquisition, a 
Jewish nobleman from Spain 
fled to Mexico, where he con- 
verted a tribe of Indians. And 
500 years later, the tribe was 
still practicing Judaism. 

One of the Jewish Indians 
guided Louie all around Mexico 
City, showing him the places 
that no tourist ever gets to see. 
He took him to the “Thieves 
Market,” where you can get 
anything you want. If nobody 
has it, all you had to do was 
describe what you wanted, and 
pick it up the next day. 


Someone would go out and steal 


Louie; purveyor of gas, 
world traveler 


it to order. 

Louie bought a police badge. 
When he and Dave got onto a 
bus, Dave paid his fare, but 
Louie just flashed his badge. It 
worked. 

On the trip home, Louie took a 
190-mile road through an area 
with no habitation. It was late 
at night, and Dave was asleep. 
All of a sudden, the road ended, 
and Louie’s Cadillac ended up 
in a creek, without a paddle. 
They had to decide whether to 
back up and retrace their route, 
or to cross the creek and keep 
going, which they did. 

The report ended with: “If 
anyone should sight a Mexican 
sombrero, he will know that 
one of two persons is under it, 
either the town moderator or 
our foreign correspondent.” 

Louie added his sombrero to 
his hat collection, claiming that 
the straw hat had been worn by 
one of Pancho Villa’s men in 
the Mexican revolution 

Louie's hat collection was 
incredible, with over 100 hats. 
Number 100 was a German 
army helmet, with a spike on 
top, given to him by a 30-year 
Army veteran who had fought it 
World War I. Louie also had a 
Japanese army helmet with two 
bullet holes in it. 

The Crusader would also run 
short observations, titled, 
“Louie sez.” 

Louie took off in the late 1950s, 
and there were stories of his 
being in Mexico, with $90,000 
from his oil business. He even- 
tually died there.

Last Wednesday, September 10 
the class received a visit from 
Dr. Leena Pradhan, from the 
Massachusetts Coalition to 
Save Darfur and the Harvard 
faculty, who presented a short 
film about a project called 
Tents of Hope, spoke about 
genocide in Darfur, and 
answered questions from the 
class.

fundraising for humanitarian 
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assistance. National coordina-

One frequently asked question 
is “what should be painted on 
the canvas?” The Tents of 
Hope project encourages par- 
ticipants use acrylic paints to 
be creative and have fun. They 
want to convey images of hope, 
compassion, peace and global 
solidarity and to avoid political 
or religious messages. 

lucia said that the 30 panels 
painted by Wilmington High 
School participants will travel 
to Washington DC for the big 
awareness event that occurs 
right after the next president is 
elected and then all of the pan- 
els will be gathered and 
shipped to Darfur or Chad 
where they will be assembled 
as tents to serve as refuges or 
most likely as schools. 

“It's our hope that these tents 
will help lead to the advocacy 
necessary to stop the genocide 
in Darfur,” said the Tents of 
Hope website. 

"For refugees, the tent is a 
symbol of loss. Every time they 
come back to their tents, they 
are reminded of what they used 
to have, what, was taken from 
them, and their longing to 
return home. Yet, even though 
the tent represents loss, they 
immediately humanize their 
situation by creating a new life. 
In the camps in Chad, this is 
most obvious from the fences 
and screens they build around 
their tents with sticks and 
grass and the little plots they 


scratch out next to their tents 
to grow vegetables. Loss and 
hope exist side by side. This is 
not only true for uprooted peo- 
ple from Darfur; it is the 
human condition. Our ability to 
create and sustain hope in the 
presence of loss—even enor- 
mous loss—is one of humani- 
ty's most exalted characteris- 
tics" said Jerry Fowler, 
Director of the Committee on 
Conscience, U.S. Holocaust 
Memorial Museum. 

Meanwhile, back in 
Wilmington Tucker said, “I am 
incredibly proud of the work 
that the Facing History and 
Ourselves students did on their 
Tents of Hope panels. It is 
amazing to think that the fabric 
they painted will soon be in the 
Sudan or in Chad serving as a 
shelter or a schoolroom for 
children displaced by war, vio- 
lence, and hatred. I hope the 
students were as inspired by 
the project as I was by their 
hard work, thoughtful reflec- 
tion and dedication to making 
the lives of the Darfuri children 
a little bit more peaceful and a 
lot more colorful.” 

The Massachusetts Coalition 
to Save Darfur is an alliance of 
organizations from across 
Massachusetts working to stop 
the genocide and protect civil- 
ians in Sudan. The coalition’s 
mission is to stimulate, support 
and facilitate the efforts of 
faith-based and secular organi- 
zations and individuals to edu- 
cate, focus attention and 
inspire action to help the people 
of Darfur.

Wildcats drive fast in season opener

BELMONT - It may have 
taken a while, but the 
Wilmington High School foot- 
ball team rallied with suc- 
cessful drives in the second 
and third quarters and rolled 
to a 19-8 victory over Belmont 
in last Friday night’s season 
non-league opener in a rain- 
soaken game played on the 
turf at Belmont High School. 
Senior quarterback Steve 
Stewart led the offense by 
completing 7-of-13 passes, 
including 6-for-6 in the team’s 
first scoring drive, while 
rushing for 70 yards in help- 
ing new head coach Mike 
Barry enjoy his first victory 

behind the bench 

“I tell you the kids played 
hard,” said Barry. “And we 
played hard and stuck togeth- 


While Stewart was every- 
where on offense, the 
Wildcats defense really was 


the highlight. Wilmington’s 
secondary picked off four 
Belmont pi including 


two from Evan Butters, while 
captain Chris Thibault recov- 
ered a fumble. Belmont had 
just 120 total yards of offense, 
including just 48 in the air (5- 
of-15 attempts). 

“We played really good 
defense for three and a half 
quarters. If you asked me if 
we were going to play this 
good, I probably wouldn't 
have answered you,” said 
Barry, before being asked 
about the play of Butters. 
“He's a good player and one 
of the things he does really 


well is he goes to the ball. He * 


was banged up in the presea- 
son so he still hasn't had a lot 
of practice time” but he goes 
to the ball really well and he 
makes plays.” 

The game was scoreless 
through the first quarter. 
Wilmington intercepted two

passes during that time, one 
returned to the Marauders’ 35 
yard line but the ‘Cats fol- 
lowed with a three-and-out 
series. 

“We had some opportunities 
early on but we didn't cash 
in,” said Barry. “I think 
penalties took us away from a 
couple of (early) drives. I 
don’t think we're at a point 
yet where we can recover 
from penalties. It’s like any- 
thing else, when the kids play 
hard and keep playing hard, 
good things will happen. It 
was a team effort. I thought 
we threw the ball really well 
in the first half and I thought 
we ran the ball much better 
in the second half.” 

Once the second quarter 
began, almost all of the rest 
of the game belonged to 
Wilmington. The Wildcats 
started their fourth offensive 
series at their own ll-yard 
line on the first play of the 
second quarter. That’s when 
Stewart really turned it on. 
The senior southpaw connect- 
ed on 6-of-6 passes, with three 
each to Mike Manganelli and 
Scott Bonica, while he also 
mixed in four rush attempts 
including a 16-yard gain on 
the first play from scrim- 
mage. Stewart's last pass in 
the series came on third-and- 
goal from the 5, hooking up 
with Bonica, who scored his 
first varsity touchdown. The 
PAT kick failed and 
Wilmington led 6-0, with 59 
seconds left in the second 
quarter after chewing up 10:01 
on the 17-play, 90-yard drive. 

“I think that was like a (ten) 
minute drive,” said Barry. 
“We converted on a huge 
third down play where Stew 
threw a nice ball to Mike 
(Manganelli) who made a 
nice catch and that was huge 
at the time. Then we started 
to get things going after that 
The kids started blocking well 
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and we started executing. We 
started to convert on third 
downs and when you convert 
on third downs, good things 
are going to happen.” 

Wilmington led 6-0 at the 
halftime break before open- 
ing things up on the first 
drive of the third quarter. 
This time the ‘Cats started on 
its own 45 after a strong kick- 
off return by Stewart 
Wilmington elected to move 
the chains via strong runs, 
behind Stewart and Kevin 
Moriarty, who combined to 
move the ball 22 yards setting 
up the 9-yard touchdown run 
by Butters. The two-point 
conversion rush failed and 
Wilmington had increased its 
lead to 12-0 with 4:44 left in 
the third quarter. 

It took just three plays 
before Wilmington got the 
ball back thanks to Butters’ 
first interception of the game. 
He returned the ball to the 
Belmont 19 yard line but the 
‘Cats couldn’t put a third 
score up after a big holding 
penalty and an incomplete 
pass on fourth down. 

Again Belmont turned the 
ball over as Butters picked off 
his second pass. He returned 
the ball to the 19-yard line, 
and five plays later, Moriarty 
scored on. rd run up the 
gut, and Stewart’s kick was 
good to help the Wildcats take 
a commanding 19-0 lead with 
7:49 remaining in the game. 

Both teams followed with 
turnovers, with Wilmington 
giving the ball back to 
Belmont on a fumble from its 
own 32-yard line. Belmont 
took advantage of that and 
finally found the end zone on 
a 24-yard run from Greg 
Palazzo. Quarterback Vinny 
Cortina then found Michael 
Wynott open in the end zone 
for the two-point conversion 
pass, making it 19-8 with 3:06

After Monday’s 6-0 whitewash 
of CAC rival Northeast at the 

ch, Shawsheen has a 3-0 
record and has outscored their 
opponents by a combined total 
of 20-1 in those three games. 

Prior to the victory over 
Northeast, the Lady Rams had 
won two road games to start 
the year, beating Minuteman 
last Friday by a score of 7-0 and 
opening their season with a 7-1 
win over North Shore. 

The Northeast game appeared 
as if it would be a stiff chal- 
lenge for Shawsheen, but in the 
end, it turned out to be much 
like the opening two games of 
the season. 

“I really thought Northeast 
would be a lot tougher. They 
usually put up a good fight 
against us,” Shawsheen coach 
Doug Michaud said. “I think 
they were a good team, but at 
this point, I just think we are 
better.” 

One of the reasons Shawsheen 
will be better than most teams 
they face is the play of junior 
forward Jenna Zechner. After 
missing all of last season with 
an injury, Zechner has come 
back and played much the way 
she did when the took the CAC 
by storm as a freshman two 
years ago 

Her great play continued vs. 
Northeast when she scored two 
more goals to give her five on 
the season. 

Senior midfielder Janel 
Madore of Tewksbury added a 
goal for Shawsheen, while 
junior forward Jenn Carroll 
continued her brilliant season 
and career with a goal and an 
assist, giving her three goals 
and two s on the season. 

“Janel scored on a hard shot 
from the top of the box, just a 
boomer,” Michaud said. “I 
don't know where it is coming 
from. It seems like you don't 
see her out there and then a;; of 
a sudden she puts it in the net 
with a long shot.” 

Shawsheen led 3-0 at the end 
of the first half and a pair of 
goals by freshman 
Gomes and Zechner accounted 
for the final. Gomes came off 
the bench for Shawsheen to 
score her two goals. 

“Our bench is just that good 
right now where I can put kids 
in- and there is really no 
dropoff,” Michaud said. “I had 
Sabrina at defense for a couple 
of games and now we have 
moved her up front and she did 
a great job.” 

Goalies Stef Warnick of 
Wilmington and Ashley 
Martucci of Tewksbury com- 
bined for their second com- 


bined shutout of the season. 
“They are both playing well,” 
Michaud said. “Stef has been 
getting the starts because she 
has more experience and I 
know a little more what to 
expect from her, but the reality 
is they have usually been get- 
ting more shots off Alyssa in 
the second half and she is 
responding very well.”

The Shawsheen boys soccer 
team is also undefeated on the 
young season, posting a 2-0 
record last week with road wins 
over Minuteman on Thursday 
and Arlington Catholic on 
Friday. 

The Rams downed CAC rival 
Minuteman by a score of 5-0, 
while earning a comeback win 
over non-league foe Arlington 
Catholic by a score of 4-2. 

The Rams have been beset by 
injuries to key players as well 
as players ing game for 
personal reasons and/or disci- 
plinary actions, but they have 
maintained their focus to start 
off with two wins. Even coach 
Dick Barris missed a game, 
having to sit out the season 
opener against Minuteman 
while serving a one game sus- 
pension for arguing with offi- 
tials during the final game of 
last season. 

“I am pleased with the two 
wins, and with the injury bug 
we have right now those wins 
are very important,” Barris 
said. “We have had members of 
the team missing including 
myself so it nice to still be able 
to get the wins.” 

Senior Andrew Puccio, one of 
the Rams top scorers, remains 
out of the lineup until October 
due to injury and the Rams also 
lost the service of halfback 
Eric McLaughlin for the AC 
game due to his receiving two 
yellow cards in the Minuteman 
game and junior captain Jeff 
Jaimes missed a good portion 
of the AC game with an injury, 
while other players have 
missed the first two games for 
Various reasons, 

Making those losses easier to 
take has been the play of some 
talented freshmen for the Rams 
starting with Nicco Riparo who 
had a pair of goals against 
Minuteman, as well as Mike 
DiGiorgio and Mike Terk, who 
each had a goal against AC.

of the guys who are out even 
though I know they will be very 
good players in the future, but 
they responded well to being at 
this level,” Barris said. “And 
Mike Terk has been playing 70 
to 80 minutes a game for us. I 
am not sure how I will find 
playing time for everybody 
once everyone comes back, but 
that is a good problem to have.” 

Despite missing some time in 
the AC game with injury, junior 
captain Jaimes of Tewksbury 
has been a very big bright spot 
for the Rams with a pair of 
goals against Minuteman and 
another goal on a penalty kick 
against AC. Barris has been 
very impressed with Jaimes 
thus far. 

“Jeff may have the best foot 
skills I have seen here since Joe 
Kilroy in the early 2000's” 
Barris said. “In terms of han- 
dling the ball, I don't know if I 
have seen a player with better 
foot skills. One thing he needs 
to work on is giving the ball up 
more to be even better offen- 
sively, but again that is a good 
problem to have.” 

While the Rams have been 
getting some good offensive 
production up front, they have 
also been backed by some qual- 
ity defense from goalie Mike 
LaMonica and defender Calvin 
McMillan of Tewksbury. 

“As long as Mike and Calvin 
can hold their own on defense, 
we will be all right,” Barris 
said. 

The Rams have also been 
helped by a pair of players 
whose names do not always end 
up in the box score, with half- 
back Richard Madigan and 
senior captain Andy Maga of 
Wilmington playing key roles. 

“Richard is just a solid player 
for us who always does the 
right thing. He is just a solid 
soccer player. He goes back on 
defense. He is always in the 
right place,” Barris said 
“Andy is another player making 
big contributions. Last year he 
was our most improved player 
and the kids thought enough of 
him to make him a captain. 

“In the AC game, they had this 
one very fast player who helps 
them run their offense and 
Andy just shut him down. That 
does not show up in the stats, 
but he took them out of their 
offense and that helped us win 
the game.”

The Shawsheen golf team 
entered the season as the three 


time defending CAC champions, 
while also coming off an unde- 
feated season last year. They 
also came into the year having 
lost a large core of their team 
from the past few seasons, 
knowing they would have to 
count on several young and 
inexperienced players in order 
to have another successful sea- 
Son. 

After three matches, two 
things are very clear. First, the 
Rams will not go undefeated, as 
they suffered their first loss of 
the season last week against 
Billerica. Second, and more 
importantly, a fourth straight 
CAC title looks like a very real 
possibility, as the Rams went 2- 
1 on the week with a pair of vic- 
tories over CAC foes Northeast 
and Minuteman. 

In the 5-4 win over Minuteman 
last Friday afternoon at Patriot 
Country club in Bedford, the 
Rams got wins from junior 
Brett Frederickson, sophomore 
Dan Jacobs, and freshman 
Chris Clayton. Frederickson 
led the way for the Rams and 
for all competitors, winning his 
match 6-3 and finishing as the 
overall medalist by shooting a 
38 over the nine hole course. 

Frederickson had a fine sea- 
son for the Rams last season as 
their number four payer, but 
this year he has moved up to 
the number one spot, facing 
added pressure and stiffer com- 
petition in every match. 
Shawsheen coach Tom 
Struthers was not sure how the 
junior would respond to the 
added pressure, but so far he 
has been pleased 

“He seems to be overcoming 
the problem he had where he 
was not confident enough in 
himself,” Struthers aid. “He is 
actually responding real well to 
the pressure, Hopefully he will 
continue to step up and be a 
great example for our younger 
kids.” 

Jacobs shot a 40 in the num- 
ber two slot and won by a score 
of 5 "2-3 % while the left handed 
Clayton won 6-3 from the num- 
ber five position while shooting

‘Dan came in as a freshman 
for us last year and did a great 
job and has continued that this 
year,” Struthers said. “Chris is 
not a big kid, but he hits the 
ball straight down the middle. 
Against Northeast was a great 
example. He was facing a kid 
who was 6'2 and could hit the 
ball a mile, but he was hitting it 
left and right and Chris was hit- 


ting right down the middle.” 

Captain Ryan  Strazzere 
teamed with Frederickson to 
capture their best ball point, 
while Jacobs and Clayton 
halved their best ball. 

Against Northeast Regional in 
a 7-2 victory in the Rams sea- 
son opener last Wednesday at 
the Patriot CC, the medalist 
was freshman Stephen Murphy, 
who shot a 38 to lead all play- 
ers.

Football team falls to Cougar offensive attack

ARLINGTON The 
Shawsheen Tech football team 
is in the middle of their most 
difficult two game stretch of 
the season right now, and last 
Saturday night they began that 
stretch by traveling to 
Arlington High School to take 
on Arlington Catholic of the 
Catholic Central Large. 

The young Rams gave it their 
best shot, and stood toe-to-toe 
with the talented Cougars, but 
in the end they were over- 
whelmed by a score of 32-8, 
dropping their record to 1-1, 
with another talented non- 
league rival, Wilmington, on 
the horizon for this weekend at 
Shawsheen, 

The Rams fell behind quickly 
in this one with AC scoring on 
their opening possession, and 
trailed 25-0 at the half, but 
there was no quit in these 
Rams as they scored on their 
first possession of the third 
quarter and nearly scored 
again later in the quarter 


before finally succumbing as 
AC brought in their reserves for 
much of the fourth quarter. 

“I was proud of the way we 
played in the second half,” 
Shawsheen coach Al Costabile 
said. “We had some good third 
quarter drives and showed 
some great resiliency. It’s 
tough to get up off the canvas 
like that” 

Arlington Catholic was led by 
a tremendous performance 
from senior quarterback Corey 
Spencer who threw for 216 
yards and three touchdowns on 
the night as well as junior run- 
ning back Charlie Bates who 
rushed for 128 yards and three 
touchdowns. 

Shawsheen was led on offense 
by junior running back Cory 
Foss who rushed for 83 yards, 
including the Rams only touch- 
down of the game in the third 
quarter. 

AC took the opening kickoff 
and it became apparent from 
the start that despite the gritty 
Rams best efforts, it was going 
to be difficult to match the 


speed and talent of the Cougars 
skill players, particularly 
Spencer and Bates. 

Spencer made the first big 
play with a 40 yard hookup to 
wide receiver Joe Wesoloski to 
give the Cougars a first down at 
the Shawsheen 12 yard line. 
Two plays later Bates burst up 
the middle for an eight yard 
touchdown run, diving to the 
end zone to cap the play with 
9:00 left in the first quarter. 

A bad snap on the punt 
attempt on the Rams ensuing 
possession gave the Cougars 
the ball on the Shawsheen 30 
yard line and three plays later 
Bates scored from 10 yards out 
on similar burst up the middle 
for a 13-0 lead after the missed 
extra point. 

Costabile was very impressed 
by AC, and Bates in particular. 

“They're good and Bates is an 
excellent player,” Costabile 
said. “The _ receiver 
(Wesoloski) is very good also 
and Spencer is a player." 
Costabile said. " They're a tal- 
ented team and they are big up 


front and very physical. That's 
a good team.” 

AC scored on the first play of 
the third quarter with

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“BURN AFTER READING”

“BURN AFTER READING?” is the new Coen Brothers movie about dumb people 
creating a crippling run of chaos between the CIA and a gym called Hardbodies. 
It stars Brad Pitt, George Clooney, John Malkovich and Tilda Swinton. It is a 
good, above average story and a nice night’s entertainment. 


“BURN AFTER READ- 
ING” 
GRADE: *** 

The new Coen brothers 
movie, “Burn After Reading,” 
is good while almost great, 
above average but not quite 
excellent, as this story about 
dumb people creating a crip- 
pling run of chaos between 
the CIA and a gym called 
Hardbodies tinfolds. 

There are some big laughs, 
and a major twist that takes 
the story to another level 
entirely, but it is unable to 
maintain that level of great 
ness. 

Here's the plot: When 
Osborne Cox (John 
Malkovich), a CIA operative 
with alcohol and anger-man- 
agement issues, is demoted 
for bringing those issues into 
the workplace, he quits the 
agency in a rage and sets out 
to write a scathing memoir in 
hopes of bringing the CIA 
down. 

Unfortunately for him, 
those memoirs fall into the 
hands of his icy wife, Katie 
(Tilda Swinton), who plans to 
divorce him in favor of con- 
tinuing her torrid affair with 
Harry (George Clooney), an 
oversexed U.S. marshal who 
cruises the Internet for sex, 


has interesting ideas for what 
constitutes a sex:toy, and who 
is married to a dull children’s 
book writer named Sandy. 

It's when Katie inadver: 
tently downloads onto a disc 
her husband's memoirs while 
trying to retrieve their finan: 
cial information that trouble 

rupts. 

The disc finds its way to 
two half-baked employees at 
Hardbodies. First up is Chad 
Feldheimer (Brad Pitt), a 
power trainer with focus 
issues who is the biggest 
dumbbell in the weight room 
Second is Linda _ Litzke 
(Frances McDormand), a 
mess who works at the same 
gym, but who would prefer to 
shape her body through’ the 
cosmetic surgery she can't 
afford. 

That is, of course, until she 
and Chad come upon Cox's 
memoirs, which they believe 
are filled with the sort of 
national secrets that could 
earn them plenty if they 
either blackmailed the easily 
infuriated Cox or, if that did 
n't work out, sold the infor 
mation to the Russians.

In the meantime, during the 
off-again on-again narration, 
Joe tells us that it is impor- 
tant for a hitman never to get 
involved, but then falls hard 
for Fon, a pharmacy worker 
who has no idea what he does 
to make a living - at least, not 
at first. 

Nothing about Joe, or 
Kong, or the woman with 
whom Joe is smitten is very 
interesting. This is an exam- 
ple of what can happen when 
an action movie keeps mov- 
ing along but never delivers 
anything worth seeing. This 
has plenty of color, and peo- 
ple, and settings, but it's bor- 
ing 90 percent of the time.

Cage makes a bad movie, but 
this is one of his worst. 


“TRAITOR” 
GRADE: *** 

Don Cheadle plays a great 
character in "Traitor," a look 
at the question of whether or 
not killing is ever justified. 

The movie gives audiences 
a glimpse into the lives of 
devout groups, and how their 
belief plays into conflicts both 
international and internal. 

Cheadle is Samir, who was 
born in Sudan and now is an 
undercover agent for the 
United States. Samir's father 
was killed by a bomb, and we 
nevér-learn exactly who was 
at the root of his father's 
murder, 

Samir, who is a Muslim, 
also works alongside terror- 
ists as a jihadist. He quotes 
from the Koran, and obvious- 
ly is driven by religion. But 
the question remains: Is 
Samir a double agent? To 
which side is he really loyal? 

We meet his colleagues in 
the Middle East as well as his 
coworkers in Chicago and 
other parts of the world. He 
works closely with an FBI 
counter-terrorism group that 
includes Guy Pearce and 
Neal McDonough, who squab- 
ble about how the case should 
be handled; and a CIA agent 
played by Jeff Daniels who 
has a different perspective. 

The terrorist group with 
which Samir is aligned is 
skeptical about Samir's inten- 
tions, so he is forced to under- 
go beatings and brutal treat- 
ment in a prison so that his 
connections to the United 
Statesaren't revealed. 

Cheadle is well-cast in this 
role, a sort of thinking-per- 
son's espionage movie. This 
is a smart drama that echoes 
real-life headlines with its sit- 
uations and locations that 
take the audience all over the 
globe.

In addition, Bosbach had an 
inspirational effort during the 
1980 New England Division III 
championships, when he placed 
fourth in the intermediate hur-

Bosbach was an All-New 
England performer nine times 
and qualified for the 1978 NCAA 
Division III national champi- 
onships in the triple jump. He 
held school records in the triple 
jump (46-7 2) and 120 yard high 
hurdles (15.4). 

In high school, Bosbach was 
the Class B state champion in 
both the triple jump and high 
hurdles while leading Reading 
to the 1975 state team title.
